Missing From Ellaville 
Bank Over a Year. 


Forty Thousand Dollars in 
“Notes and Securities Mis- 
placed by Cashier, Walters, 
Who Committed Suicide, 
Recovered by Accident. 


Americus, Ga., January 6.—(Special.) 
Forty thousand dollars of notes and 
valuable securities belonging to the 
Bank of Ellaville. which is owned and 
controlled by the Bank of Southwest- 
ern Georgia, located in mericus, were 
found this afternoon carefully con- 
cealed in the boxing about the Blilaville 


courthouse. 

When Cashier Walters, of the Ella- 
ville bank, committed suicide by shoot- 
ing himself in Americus a year and a 
half ago, the bank papers’ were founc 
missing to a great extent. Forty thou- 
sands dollars was — the aggregate 
amount of the missing notes and every 
effort made to discover them proved 
fruitless. The ‘Schley county court- 
house was thoroughly searched, as the 
dead cashier frequentea one of the of- 
fices there. but without effect. 

Twenty-five thousand dollars of the 
missing notes were paid by the mak- 
ers voluntarily, following the death of 
Cashier Walters, and the remaining 
$15,000 wil! now be collected with the 
Icst notes recovered. 

Two citizena of Ellaville, represent- 
ing Charlies R. McCrary and James 
Robinson, came upon the papers by 
accident this afternoon. Five hundred 
dollars’ reward offered by the Americus 
bank for the recovery of al! the miss- 
ing notes is still outstanding. The ovb- 
ject of ccncealment of the bank's 
papers in the courthouse remains a 
mystery.

Lice had been fvuund only once or 
twice in the beds of county convicts. 
We furnish plenty of soap and meal 
sacks for towels. Cooks and all other 
convicts are required to wash their 
faces and hands every night. 

Replying to questions by Attorney 
Arnold for the defense, Captain Don- 
aldson said the stockade convicts were 
much harder to handle than state and 
county convicts.

The witness told about a prisoner 
named Baechus bricking up a grave 
for a guard oh Sunday, and said the 
man was willing and was paid for his 
work. 

On the cross-examination the witness 
stated that Mr. Collier got most of the 
ar paragus because the convicts 
wouldn't eat it. 

Dr. J. P. Kennedy, the city health 
officer, testified that he nas charge of 
the contagious disease hospital. Many 
patients coming for treatment have 
had lice on their bodies and heed. 
Much trouble was found at the negro 
smallpox hospital with negroes who 
went there with lice on them. 

“We have taken prisoners from the 
stockade,” said the witness, “and the 
railroad camps who had smallpox, and 
we found the railroad negroes more 
filthy than the stockade negroes.”

Patients were sent to 
the hospitals Most stockade) convicts 
were diseased. He remembered the 
prisoner Wallace, who claimed to have 
been whipped and who was alleged to 
have had consumption. He saw no 
signs of such a disease. 

“Those dirty negroes who go to the 
stockade.” said Dr. Martin, “are worse 
than dogs and hogs.” 

He said he had examined the negro 
Floyd Green, after the two whippings, 
and the flesh was not lacerated. He 
made daily examinations of the negro 
cooks. 

Dr. Martin gave the investigation a 
spectacular turn by calling forward a 
young white man who exhibited por- 
tions of his body to show the sores 
that had been made by the use of 
morphine. The man had been a con- 
vict at the stockade. 

The witness said the stockade was 
far better than the homes of the con- 
victs, both as to sanitation, cleanil- 
ness and focd.

Afternoon Gession. 

Mrs. Annie Starnes, wife of W. D. 
Starnes, was the first witness in the 
afternoon, who works at the stockade.

He _§ stated 
that prisoners were punished by first 
stopping them from recelving mail 
Or meeting friends; next the convicts 
are fed on bread and water, and, third, 
they are chained to the wall until they 
say “quit.” He had known one man 
to be thus chained for three or four 
days. 

Captain Petty went to a wall and 
‘showed the committee how the chain- 
ing up to the wall was done, extending 
both hands at full length with the face 
to the wall. 

Witness thought it would he more 
effectual to whip the bad negroes. 

On cross-examination, witness said 
he did not know whether the wall- 
ring punishment had Been abolished or 
rot. Thé floors were clean, the sanita- 
tion was excellent and the cooking was 
fine. The negroes are kept just as 
clean as the white men. 

When asked about the negroes at 
the federal prison and at the stockade, 
the witness said the stockade crowd 
Was a great deal worse. Punishments 
were administered on the word of the 
guard. 

“You can't believe what a convict 
says,’ stated Captain Petty. “What 
got Mr. Hawks out of the warden’s 
job was his taking too much stock in 
the convicts.” 

Told About Son's Death. 

Mrs. Mary Louisa Wallace, the moth- 
er of Henry Wallace, the young man 
who was whipped at the stockade and 
died afterwards, said her son 
had catarrh of the stomach or bowels 
and consumption. He got out of the 
stockade in November and died the 
following January. He was very thin. 
She saw the marks On his body before 
his death that had been made by the 
stockade strap. 

Tom Terry, stockade farm manager, 
was recalled. He said he did not ye- 
member selling any potatoes in 1898. 
He sold some last year and turned the 
money over to Mr. Molland, in Collfer’s 
office. He said the potatoes were sold 
because there were too many for use 
at the stockade. They couldn't be 
hilled because people would? steal them. 
He began selling potatoes in 1907, but 
couldn’t remembér the amount.

ATHENS PROSPERING 
INDER PROHIBITION 


Fortv Blind Tigers Were 
Arrested During Past 
Year. 


Athens, Ga., January 6.—(Specia!.)— 
The report of the chief of police for 
1909 shows that prohibition was a suc- 
cess in the Classic City, for the increase 
im cases docketed for drunkenness is 
not as large comparatively as the in- 
crease in population. In 1807 there 
were 7099 arrests for drunkenness; in 
1908 there were 321 arrests, while in 
1909 there were 409 arrests. 

The fines in the mayor’s court have 
increased steadily in the past year or 
two, and this year they aggregated 
$16,600, as against $10,700 in 1908. 

There were forty-nine blind tigers 
arrested during the year, and nearly 
every one .was convicted and heavily 
fined by the mayor. 

During 1909 there was only one cause 
of arrest which was at all large, this 
exceeding the number arrested for 
drunkenness, 510 cases being made for 
disorderly conduct, which in this. city 
does not include intoxication, as is the 
case elsewhere.

BURGE RESPITED: 
BAPTISM DELAYED 


Habeas Corpus Suit 
Brought—Jail to Have 
Baptismal Pool. 


George Burge, the convicted mur- 
derer, under sentence to be hanged at 
the Tower today, who Was granted a 
respite for two weeks by Governor 
Brown, yesterday morning, will seek 
to secure his freedom at once by ha- 
beas corpus proceedings instituted 
yesterday afternoon by Judge Robert 
i. Rodgers. The hearing was set first 
for vesterday afternoon and continued 
until Saturday morning before Judge 


Ellis. 

The-grounds on which this petition 
is brought seek to invalidate the act 
of October 18, 1905, which changes the 
terms of the Fulton county superior 
court, in which court Burge was con- 
victed, from two to six terms a year; 
that the presiding judge at Burge’s 
trial was without jurisdiction, and 
also the judge who sentenced him the 
last time. 

If this petitio, holds good it would 
seem that the entire court system, 
with all its manifold suits and ver- 
dicts, since the passage of the act 
changing these courts, would be in- 
volved. 

Nor was Burge baptized 
Or last night. 

Jail to Have Pool. 

Sheriff Mangum was unwilling that 
his prisoner, under sentence of death, 
be carried to the Western Heights 
church for baptism, and so Rev. A. C. 
Schuler secured from Dr. Daniel, of 
the First Baptist church, at Peachtree 
and Cain streets. the use of the pool 
in that church for this purpose. It 
was filled and ready for the coming of 
Mr. Burge and the deputies in a taxi- 
cab, when the respite was granted, 
and this service was postponed. 

Sheriff Mangum has arranged to 
have a pool constructed In the jail 
yard for similar uses tn the future. 

In his petition for habeas corpus, 
instituted by Judge Robert L. Rod- 
gers, at the instigation of Burge’s 
mother, Mrs. Mary E. Burge, it is al- 
leged that the bill changing the court 
terms in Atlanta was a local measure, 
and was passed without due adver- 
tising, as required under the law; 
that it allows divorces to be granted 
in Fulton county in from two to four 
months, as against a year in other 
courts. 

It further alleges Judgé S. P. Gil- 
bert, presiding at Burge’s trial, was 
without jurisdiction at this trial, in 
view of the fact there were already 
other superior court judges of this 
court at hand. The same allegation 
is made in regard to Judge Roan’s 
pronouncing the second sentence on 
Burge. 

Grounds for the Respite. 

The respite, secured by Attorney C. 
P, Thompson, was granted as the re- 
sult of the very unusual fact that in 
the application for it Burge’s attor- 
ney gave the name of the man whom 
Burge and his friends charge with 
having committed the crime of which 
he was convicted. 

They not only specifically named 
the man, but stated that he had been 
practically located, and said they 
would probably be able to produce 
evidence shortly which would result 
in his indictment. For obvious rea- 
sons, the name was withheld. 

Members of the prison commission 
stated that this was the first time 
within their experience that the name 
of another party charged with having 
committed a crime, for which another 
had been convicted, had been spe- 
cifically given in an application for 
respite or clemency. 

Another interesting feature was 
the decision of Governor Brown to 
dispose of the whole matter In a sin- 
gie stroke, instead of having the ap- 
plication for respite go first before 
the prisosn commission and then come 
to him. He therefore requested the 
prison commission to meet in his of- 
fice, and he and the commission heard 
the application together. 

At the conclusion of the hearing 
the case was discussed, and the re- 
spite of two weeks was decided upon, 
in order to give Burge time to pro- 
duce the other man claimed to have 
If he does not 
do so within that time, he will have 
to pay the penalty. :

Fight million and _ (five hundred 
thousand fertilizer tags have heen re- 
celved at. the department of agricul- 
ture at the state capitol in Atlanta, 
to be sold to the fertilizer manufac- 
turers doing business in Georgia, to 
be placed upon the fertilizer used in 
this state during the year 1919. This 
represents 850,000 tons of § fertilizer, 
which will, in all probability, find its 
way into the soil during the coming 
spring season. 

In view of the splendid yield of 
cotton per acre in Georgia last sea- 
son, brought about by heavy fer- 
tilization, it is belleved that the plant- 
ers, this year, will not Increase the 
acreage in cotton, but will .intensify 
the fertilization of their cotton 
acreage. 

Georgia is one of the largest users 
of commercial fertflizer in the cotton- 
growing states, and the financial con- 
dition of the cotton growers in this 
state at present is a tribute to the 
value of intensive fertilization. 

Commercial fertilizer, composed of 
cotton seed meal, kKainit and phos- 
phoric acid is probably the most uni- 
versal fertilizer used. throughout the 
south. and those planters who used it 
during the past season achieved 
splendid results.

Macon, Ga, January 6.—(Special.)—

department of the city of Macon, and 
hereafter both physicians and under- 
takers will make faithful reports of all 
deaths. An individual investigation 
conducted by Mr. Moore himself 
brought the disclosures of many unre- 
ported deaths.

He called in 
the board of health officials and had a 
consultation that caused him to make 
the investigation that revealed forty- 
eight deaths inside the city limits for 
the month. Only twelve had been gath- 
ered for the health report of the com- 
munity to Washington.

He 
challenged the accuracy” of the card 
that was ready for Washington as soon 
as he found it. This set him to work 
to prove his claims.

MAY WHEAT MAKES 
NEW HIGH RECORD 


More Distant Futures Showed 
corresponding Strength. 
Corn and Oats Higher. 


Chicago, January. 6.—Grain prices 
advanced all along the line here to- 
day, May wheat and all corn futures 
establishing new records for the crop. 
Provisions generally showed a 
healthy advance, responsive to con- 
tinued scarcity of live hogs. 

Wheat was nervous throughout the 
session, and ranged from 38-8c below 
to 1 1-8 above yesterday's closing 
figures. Foreign cables telling o: 
advanced prices in Liverpool con- 
tributed strength. A sharp rise here 
in corn helped to stiffen the wheat. 
Heavy sales of wheat early were rap- 
idly assimilated, and a rush of shorts 
to the pit made the closing hour busy. 
May touched $1.14 7-8 the record 
price for the crop, and receded only 
a trifle, the final quotation for the 
day being $1.14%@1.14 5-8, which was 
3-4@7-8c higher than yesterday's 
close. .The more distant futures 
showed corresponding strength. 

The corn market was ‘excited, and 
bullish sentiment reacited fever 
heat, advancing prices 1%c from the 
low point. “The intense cold, barring 
speedy shipments, and necessitating 
heavy feeding, together with an  in- 
creased eastern demand was the un- 
derlying cause of the strong market. 
Large sales early produced no ap- 
parent effect in lowering prices. Sub- 
sequent bullish movements advanced 
prices until record crop figures were 
touched In each month, May 
at 68 3-4c, and the more distant 
futures at 69c. A slight decline from 
the high point left the close for May 
68 3-8c, a gain of 1 1-8c Over yester- 
day's final figures. The other months 
receded slightly at the finish from the 
high mark. 

The oats market, while not so spec- 
tacular as the corn pit, showed 
consistent strength today. Large cash 
trades and the strength of other grain 
contributed to an advance. The range

the market steadily gaining until 
shortly before the close, when prices 
eased slightly. May closed at 47 7-8

Seeing that I could not 
effect a settlement then, on account 
of the ravings of Rogers, and was 
about to go, when Rogers referred 
again to ‘that low down brute,’ with 
fire in his eyes, pointing to Gentle, 
who quickly picked up and threw a 
piece of rock salt af his enemy and 
false accuser.

“What Rogers did and said so 
often was simply unbearable. When
